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An 18 percent tuition hike was 
“reluctantly” approved by the 
SIU _ board of trustees-Oct 8 at 
SIUE. 

The vote was 5-0. The SIUE 


-and SIUC student representa- 


tives voted against the increase; 
however, ‘their votes are adviso- 
ry only 

The increase ,will take effect 
at the beginning of the winter 
quarter at SIUE, -and: the spring 
quarter at SIUC. 

At SIUE, the increase for a 
full-time undergraduate student 
will be $63.60 per quarter. Grad- 
uate ‘students will pay an 
increase of $68.35 per quarter, 
and dental students will pay an 
additional $125.60. 

At SIUC,-undergraduate and 
graduate tuition will. rise $103.20 
per semester, law students will 
pay $121.80 more and medical 
students will pay an additional 
$200. 

The tuition increase is being 
planned because Gov. James 
Thompson reduced the SIU oper- 
ating budget by $6.2 million, to 


$194,770,200 form $200,948,300. 

According to SIU Chancellor 
Lawrence K. Pettit, the request 
for an increase was made “‘with 
the greatest reluctance’ and 
only as a last resort. 

“We do understand the impact 
of the tuition increase on our 
students, and that bothers us,” 
he said. *“There is simply no 
alternative.” 

He noted that public universi- 
ties around the state are plan- 
ning to ask for tuition increases, 
and said many will be greater 
than SIU’s. 

SIU Board Chairman Harris 
Rowe blamed state legislators 
for their ‘‘inability to see the 
~shortfail-and-need-in-education.** 
He said a tax increase is needed. 

Both faculty and students from 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville are- expected to 
join a rally and lobbying day in 
Springfield Oct. 21 to protest 
budget cuts and tuition 
increases.

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Visitors welcome at Boone’s home

Nestled inté the rolling hills of 
Missouri, a short drive west of 
St. Louis into St. Charles County, 
is the rustically elegant four-sto- 
ry stone house Daniel Boone 
once. called home. 

. Although the trapper-frontiers- 
man-judge-surveyor didn't move 
there until- late_in—his life — 
“work on the home began when 
he was 69 — Boone lived in the 
beautiful surroundings longer 
than,any of his previous-homes. 

Because of poor surveying 

techniques and record-keeping, 
Boone lost some land in Ken- 
tucky-in-the Jate-1700s,-said-Rol- 
la Andrae, present owner of 
Boone’s house and land in Defi- 
ance, Mo. 
{.. ‘Back in those-days, - titles 
weren’t recorded,” Andrae -said. 
“So when new settlers came into 
an area, and the land was sur- 
veyed, old settlers couldn’t prove 
property lines and ownership.”’ 

At that time Missouri still ‘was 
owned by Spain and the Spanish 
government was. eager for set- 
ters. 

In_1799,- Daniel. Boone’s broth- 
er (Squire), his wife (Rebecca), 
his son (Nathan) and Nathan's 
wife and 10 children came down 
the Ohio River ‘‘on a boat hewn 
from logs,”’ said Andrae. Boone 
traveled over land and the two 
parties met in St. Louis. 

They were given 1,000 
arpes — an arpe is three-quar- 
ters of an acre — by the Span- 
ish government with the promise 
of 10,000 more if they could per- 
suadé 100 other families to settle 
the area. The families came and 
the additional acreage was given 
the Boones, but once again 
Boone ended up with a real 
estate problem. The Louisiana 
Territory had been ceded by 
| Spain to’ France and then sold to 

the United States in 1803 — after 
work was started on Boone’s 
house in Defiance. 

Boone sent-Nathan to New 





in the territory had to be regis- 
tered — to clear the title. 
Although he went as his father’s 
agent, he was not permited to 
sign his father’s name and, as a 
result, Nathan’s name appeared 
on the title as owner of his 
father’s property. The acreage 
of the property was, however, 
greatly reduced through-enfortu- 
nate technicalities when the land 
became part of the United 
States. 

“Boone lost all but 1,000 arpes 
onthe river,” Andre said. 

Today, the estate has been 
decreased to only 112 acres. 

Despite his age, Boone's life 
_here was far from idle. 
“*(Meriwether) Lewis and 
(William) Clark came to confer 
with (Boone) before setting out 
to ,explore the Louisiana Pur- 
chase (territory), Andrae said. 

Boone also served as a justice 
of the peace here, holding cou: 
on his property beneath a mat 
nificent ‘‘judgment tree.'’ The 
tree, believed to be 350 years 
old, still stands but died from 
Dutch elm disease in 1973. 

“Boone also probably did 
some surveying here, and we 
know that he did surgery for 
charity, removing bullets and 
patching up people,’’ Andrae 
said. 

Although Boone traveled in the 
Northwest and visited the Great 
Salt: Lake, last crossing the 
Rockies when he was more than 
80, he found the time to oversee 
the building of his home, a proj- 
ect which he completed in 1810 
after seven years of construc- 
tion. 

Boone died in Defiance 
Sept. 26, 1820, at the age of 86. . 

Today, the blue limestone 
manse is one of several build- 
ings on the property. Others 
include the Frieden’s Peace 
Church (a beautiful little frame 
building with a large dove atop 
the tall, graceful steeple), which 
wads ‘moved here two years ago 
by the Andraes. An éarly 19th 
century home nearby has also

“The stone house itself was 
built to withstand an occasional 
attack by Indians,"’ said Alean 
Andrae, Rolia’s daughter-in-law. 

“Trouble probably came from 
the Fox Indians, who came here 
from Iowa looking for hunting 
she said. 


Dressing in period homespun 
attire, Alean conducts 
the home, which has \20-inch 
thick walls and six gun ports 
dotting the front of the house.
